As noted in the Final Office Action mailed January 23, 2006 (see items 8 and 9), the indicated claims would be allowable if rewritten "to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims". In the present amendment, while the Applicant has 
incorporated the features of claim 16 to claim 13, the Applicant failed to include the limitations of claim 15 from which claim 16 depends. 
This changes the scope of the claim and therefore raises new issues that would require further consideration. Furthermore, while
